Cranjicun, lays he, Sure, Mifs, it muff be 
fome fecret Charm, that you could be pated i ta 
bring yourself inta fo much Trouble for a mean- 
‘ooking little ugly Fellow. ‘This fhe contidered 
as an Affront, and replied with an Air of Con- 
tempt, Lhat other little ugly Fellows had been 
admired as well asthe Captain. ‘Thus fhe took 
an Opportunity of reminding her Attorney of 
his own Stature, and for this Freedom aif 
carded him, and employed Mr. Rives, of 
iVood/ ock, on her Trial.

the Method of chufing an Emperor or King 
of the Romans, and feveral other Macttters of 
Importance, were regulated, and thereby the 
following Qath is prefcribed to be taken by 
every Eicétor before the Election, viz. _ 

I fwear upon this Holy Gofpel, 
and by the Fatih I owe to God and the Holy Bo- 
man Empire, that according to my beft Abrities, 
and with the help of Ged, I will Elect fuch a 
Perfon for King of the Romans, whom I fhall 
think worthy of that Dignity, and that without 
any Solicitation, private Intercft, hopes of Ke- 
ward, promife, or Expedlation whatjoewr, Sa 
help me God and his Saints. 

Yet, notwithftanding this Solemn Oath, 
this very Emperor gothis Son /enceflaus when 
but rs Years o'd, chofen King of the Kemans, 
by engaging to pay to each of the Electors 
100,0co0 Ducats, for the raifing of which he 
was forced to Mortgage feveral “owns which 
have never fince been redeemed. 

After his Death, his Son WVenceflaus was ac- 
cording!y chofen Emperor without Oppolition 5 
but he fo much neglected the Affairs of the 
Empire, and governed fo ill, that he was de- 
pofed by a moftSolemn Sentence of Deprivation 
and revocation of all Rights, Exemptions, 
Privileges, and Demeines by him fo'd or Mort- 
gaged, without the Confent of the Princes and 
States of the Empire ; which Sentence was 
unanimoufly pronounced againft him by the 
EleGtors, “ueufi 20, 1460; andas he never

Years after in Policfion of his Kingdom of 
Bohemia. Unhis room the Electors firtt chofe 
Fedecus Marquis ot Morevia, Who dyingina 
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vhile a‘ter, they chofe Prederic# Duke of 
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attempted to oppofe it, he continued for 
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his Sons chofen King of the Kamans3 and Si- 
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of Aujiria, Marquis of Moravia, was in 14.39 
chofen Emperor, being the 2d of the Name, 
and after him, his Coulin Frederick of Auftria 
was chefen, being the 3d of the Name, “whe 
got hiseldettSon Maximilian married to Mary, 
only Daughter and Heirefs of Charles, the 
great Duke of Burgundy, and fome Y ears after- 
wards, he got him chofen King of the Romans, 
which of Courfe paved his Way to the Imperia} 
Uhrone ; for prefently after the Death of his 
Father, he was chofen Emperor without Op- 
polition, 

Maximilian, in 1497, got his only Son Pii- 
lip by the faid Mary of Burgundy, maried to 
Johanna Infanta of Spain; but Pdilip died be- 
fore his Father, leaving two Sons, Charles and 
Ferdinand, the eldeft of whom Maximilian cn- 
deavoured to have got chofen King of the Ro- 
mans, but died before he could effect it, which 
had hke to have occationed a terrible War in 
Germany ; for Francis I. King of France, de- 
Clared himfelf a Candidate for the Imperial 
Diadem, as did likewife the faid Charles, who 
had fucceeded his Grand- Father in all the Au- 
firian Dominions in Germany, and was befides 
in Poffeffion of the Kingdom of Spain on right 
of his Mother, and of the 17 Provinces of the 
Netherlands in right of his Grand-Mother ; 
and notwithftanding the Power of thefe two 
Candidates, the Electors had, it feems, re- 
folved to fet both afide, if poffible, by ehufing 
Frederick Eleftor of Saxony; but that Prince 
not only refufed the Honour intended him, 
but was very initrumental in getting Charle: 
elected Emperor, to the prejudice of Francis. 

During the Reign of this Maximilian, viz. 
in4517, the famous Martin Luther began to 
preach the Reformation in Germany, under 
the Protection of the Elector of Saxony 3 and 
having got the Emperor’s Paffport, appeared 
and defended his Doctrines before the Pope’s 
Legate at a Diet at d4usbourg ; but left he 
fhou!d be ferved as “fohn Flu/s had been, he re- 
tired privately from Ausbourg, and again took 
refugein the Elector’s Dominions, who con- 
tinued his Proteétion not only to him but to 
all his Followers, whofe Number: every Day in- 
creafed prodigioufly, as they were loon after 
favoured and protected by feveral other Princes 
in Germany 5 and Adaximilian’s dying in Ja- 
nuary, 1519, prevented any violent Meafures 
being taken againtt them. 

Charles, when he was chofen Emperor, by 
the Name of Charles V. being in Spain, he did 
not come into the Empire until 1520, and as 
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foon as he was Crowned, he fummoned a 
Diet to meet at /Vorms the 6th o! “fanuary fol- 
lowing, where a violent Edict or Decree was 
pafied againtt Luther, his Writings, and Fol- 
lowers ; andin 1524, a League was conclud- 
ed among fome of the Roman Catholick Prin- 
ces, for carrying it into Execution ; but this 
was luckily rendered Inefiectual by a Breach 
between Charles and the Pope. However, in 
1529, anew Decree was pafled i in the Diet at 
Spire, 2 gainft which the Lutherans protetted, 
and from hence arofe the Name of Proteftants, 
who in 1530 prefented their Confeffion of 
Faith to a Diet aflembled at Ausbourg ; and 
the Emperor having fummoned a Diet to 
meet at CUclogne, Dec. 29, to proceed to the 
Election of a King of the Romans, the Protef- 
tant Princes met the fame Day with Deputies 
from many Imperial Cities, at Smatkalde, 
where they entered into a Con! federacy for 
their mutual Defence, and fent their Protefta- 
tion to the Diet againft any Election, which 
they infifted could not be legally made, whilft 
the Emperor continued in good Health, be- 
caufe it was contrary not only to the Golden 
Bull, but to the Rights and Privileges of the 
Empire. Nev erthelefs, at this Diet the Em- 
peror’s Brother Ferdinand, who had fucceeded 
to the Kingdom of Hungary, was, by his Re- 
commendation, chofen King of the Romans 
the 5th of Yanuary, 1531, but was not ac- 
knowledged as fuch by any of the Proteftant 
Princes or ae S 3 and the Emperor having in 
the Month of November preceding publithed a 
Decree, whereby he forbad the Exercife of the 
Proteitan rt Religion, under the Penalty of cor- 
poral Punifhment and Confifcation of Eftate, 
the Proteftants began to prepare for oppofing 
Force to Force, which occafioned the cailing

meet firf{t, to examine into the Reafons of the 
faid E} lection, and if they found them juft and 
reafonable, then the Proceedings were to be 
according to the Golden Bull; and on the 
contrary, if they fhould be adjudged to be o-

This Treaty King Ferdinand obliged him- 


feif to get confirmed by the Emperor and 
Empire ; but this being never done, the Pro- 
tefiants thereupon renewed thetr Contedera- 
cy of Smalkalde, and the emperor having 
concluded a League with the Pope for attack- 
ing them, the War at laft broke out in 1546, 
which continued with fome faterruptions un- 
tilit was ended by the Treaty of Pau/j ‘au and 
the Refolutions of the Diet at “usdourg in 
1555, by which the Lutherans obtained a free 
Exercife of their Religion; and in 1558, 
Charles reiigned the Imperial Diadem to his 
Brother Ferdinand, which Retignation was 
confirmed by the Electors, tho’ objecied by 
the Pope, and Ferdinand was declared Em- 
peror, who in 1562 got hisSon Maximilian 
chofen King of the Aemans, and Died in 1564. 
Maximilian, the fecond of the Name, was 
prefently after his Father’s Death chofen Em- 
peror, and in 1576 was fucceeded by his Son 
Redolph I. whom he had the Year iines got 
chofen King of the Romans, Radslph dying 
without Iflue in 1612, and before any King 
of the Romans was chofen, his Brother AdZat- 
thias was elected without Oppofition ; and he 
likewife dying in the fame Circumitances, his 
Coulin Ferdinand was chofen, without any 
Conteft as to the Imperial Diadem, but thae 
of Bohemia was contefted by Frederick V. E- 
lector Palatine, as was likewife that of Hun- 
gary by Bethlem Gabor, Prince of Tran/ylvania, 
both which Contefis the Houfe of 4u/?ria had 
brought upon itfelf, by its Perfecution of the 
Proteftants ; this occafioned a new civil War, 
and at laft brought the famous Gu/ffavus Addi- 
pous, King of Sweden, into Germany 5 which 
War continued during the Life of this base 
or Ferdinand, the fecond of the Name, who 
died 1637, a series while after Le had got his 
Son Ferdinand chofen King of the eases, 
This Ferdinand was accordingly after his 
Father’sDeath chofen Emperor, being the third 
of the Name, who continued the War with 
great Obftinacy until 1648, when he was 
orced to fubmit to reafonable Terms of Peace 
by the famous Treaties of //¢fphalia, by 
which the Liberties of Germany and the Pro- 
teftant Religion were fecured ; and by one of 
the Articles of that Treaty ic was ftipulated, 
that the Form and Ele@tion of the Nings of the 
Romans fhould at the next Diet be Treated and 
fettled by common confent of the States, and 
by a firm and certain Imperial refolution ; but 
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> has never yet been complied with; 
on the contrary n 1653, Ferdinand zot his 
eldeft Son Ferainand Francis chofen Wing of 
the Romans, according to the oid form ; but 
he dying te his Father alto dying, 
in Apriii6s7, the iniperial Throne was there- 
by left vacant ; which furnifhed ZLewzss XIV. 
of France with an Opportunity to declare him- 
felf a Candidate for that Throne ; but this ra- 


gher contributed to render the Riatioes unani-

mous in their choice of Leopold, than the el- 


deft Son of the late Emperor, whom they chofe 
after the =H th of his Father, tho’ he was Ln 
juft turned of 18 vears of Age ; and tho’ £x- 
cland was herr in fuch Confufion that it could 
give no Attention to Foreign Aitairs, he got 
aceable Pofleffion of the Imperial! Diadem. 

In 1690 Lespold got his eldeft Son Fo/eph 
chofen a ive ot the Romans, tho’ he was not 
then 12 years of Age; and in Cor oe 
thereof he was, upon his Father’s Death, chofen 
Emperor in 1705 3 but as he had no Male I- 
fue, the King of the Romans was chofen in his 
Life-time 5 (o that upon his Death, in 1711, a 
Vacancy happened in the Imperial Throne, 
Mee however, the French were not then a- 
ble to make any Advantage of; for his Brother 
Charles was unanimoufly “chofen Emperor, by 
the Name of Charles V1. and what happened 
upon his Death is fo frefh in every one’s Me- 
mnory, that we need not give any Account of 
if. 

From this Abftraét, the Reader will fee, 
that whoever 1s choien King of the Romans, 
generally fucceeds to be Emperor; but this is 
not abfolutely certain, for the Electors may, 
upon the Death of the Emperor, fet him afide 
and chufe another. Then as to the Power 
veited in the King of the Romans, whilft the 
Emperor is alive, and within the Empire, he 
has no Power at all, it being then merely a 
Title of Honour; but upon the Death, or 
Abfence of the Emperor, he has the fame 
Power that the Vicars General of the Empire 
have during a Vacancy of the Imperial Throne: 
"That is to fay, he has almoft the whole Power 
that an Emperor has lodged in him after he is 
chofen ; and confequently, when there is a 
King of the Remans elected before the Death 


of the reigning EF mperor, he muft have by his 
Office, as weil as by Cuftom, a grea at Influence 
upon the next i lection.

Political State of Foreign Affairs. 


Snyrna, March 18. 


N the gth a Fire happened in the Turks 
() Quarter of this City, which burnt with fuch 
Fury, that there was no flopping the Progrefs of 
the Flames till Engines were made Ufe of, which 
were borrowed of the Europeans. ‘Two Caravan- 
ferais, Houfes which the Hofpitality of the Turks 
provide for lodging of Travellers, with a large 
Quantity of Provifion, were confumed thereby. On 
the 11th another Fire broke out in a Part of the 
City near the Europeans, which alfo, by Means of 
their Engines, was foon extinguifhed ; but fome 
Hours after another Fire began in the fame Quarter, 
which was likewile foon put out. This third Fire 
makes it fufpected that fome incendiaries have been 
at Work. 

Naples, May 4. Upon receiving Advice that the 
famous Achmet Gimmofa, who was fome ‘Time 
ago in Slavery here, was cruizing with four Xe- 
beques in the Waters of Stillo, the Court fent an 
Exprefs to the two Men of War which are on the 
South of Sicily, with Orders to join our Xebeques, 
and give Chafe to that Corfair. 

The Ruins of the antient City of Heraclea in- 
cefflantly afford {omething new and curious. There 
has lately been found amongft them an Urn of three 
Feet and a half high of very fine Marble as white 
as Alabafter. The Delicacy of the Bas Relief, to- 
gether wirh the Simplicity of the Ornaments, proves 
the Antiquity of the Work, and fhews it to be the 
Production of the flourifhing Ages of Greece. 

Genoa, May 9. ‘The three Algerine Xebeques 
which accompanied that taken by the Xebeques of 
the King of the two Sicilies, have appeared again 
upon the Coafts of Naples and the Ecclefiattical 
State ; one of which has taken, near the Ifland of 
Procida, a Genoefe Pink, carrying fixty Men. The 
two others have taken, at a little Diftance from Ci- 
vita Vecchia, a Pink from Barcelona, which was 
tranfporting 120 Recruits for the Spanifh Troops 
in the Service of his Sicilian Majefty. This Pink 
maintained a Fight of four Hours. 

Viennz, Muy 17. The Court has receiv’d by a 
Courier from Madrid, the ‘Vreaty which was fign’d 
in regard to Italy, which has been communicated to 
the Earl of Hyndford. The Treaty of Aix-la- 


Chappelle is thereby confirmed, in refpect to what 
concerns the contra€ting Parties. The Succours 
which they fhall refpectively furnith, in Cafe of Ne- 
ceflity, for the Defence of thofe Poffeffions, is re- 
gulated, viz. the Emprefs Queen 6000 Men; the 
Emperor, as Grand Duke of Tufcany, 6000 Men ; 
the King of Spain 6000 Men; the King of the 
Two Sicilies 6000 Men ; and the Infant Duke of 
Parma, 1600. 

Naples, May 9. Her Majefty is brought to Bed 
of a Prince, which Happinels we are preparing to 
celebrate. 

Brufils, May 29. The Britifh Commiffaries 
have difpatched a Courier to Hanover, in order to 
bring his Majefty’s An{wer relating to the Tariff.

A Tranfport 
is arrived here from Breft with 154 Cannons.
